D. C., Sept. 27.—Tbe 
Second Auditor of the Treasury has 
written Secretary Sherman on the 
subject of the safen>bbery. 
He says: 
"In reply to your oral inquiry of this 
morning, I have the honor to report, 
that in December la t^ it wasdisrorer- 
ed that $4,740 in monej and 
bonds, 
including interest, were missing from 
the safe of this office. 
A 
thorough 
investigation established the fact that 
the funds had been abaCracted by 
Charles F. Herring, Depufy Auditory 
who died on November 29, 1879.— 
There is no evidence that a single dol- 
lar of the missing funds beldnged 
to 
deceased soldiers, on the contrary, the 
bulk of it consisted of 
bondia 
taken 
from the soldiers at draft rei>dezvous 
in 13^34 and 18G5, as security against 
their desertion.'"

CANDIDATES who have heretofore 
attenjpted to talk themselves into the 
Presidency, have signally failed, a 
fact to which General Garfield seems 
to be oblivious; who continues his 
chattering at every cross-roads gath 
ering of the party that put him in 
nomination. 
Letter-writing 
and 
stump speaking by him have already 
disgusted the leaders in the Republi- 
can party, and another guardian will 
have to be selected for him.

Circnm nances appeared to 
point to Siifld- Garter, husband of 
the murdered woman. 


He made his appearance about an 
hour after the terrible deed was com- 
mitted, and expressed great aatonish- 
ment and grief at finding his wife 
dead. This did notaliay the suspicion 
of the colored people, who were so 
infuriated that 
had he not been 
guarded by white men (to prevent the 
escape as well as to protect him) he 
would have been lynched on the spot 
Carter is a full-blooded negro, of 
about forty years of age, and was, 
prior to the war, a slave in the South, 
His wife was about twenty-six years 
old, and was born in Indiana. It was 
Carter who was shot at just a month 
ago by another colored man, who ac- 
cused him of trying to seduce his 
daughter.

Formed in This City. 


Buraldom Out in Force. 


The morning broke cloudy and 
hieezj. 
The atmosphere waa damp 
and diMgreeable, and thoie who had 
hoped that last night's drizzling rain 
would cease and the'sun come warmly 
out began to grow nervous, and ven- 
ture expressions to their neighbors to 
the effect that the rally would not be 
a success. But about eight o'c.lock 
patches of blue sky became visible

Speech-making 
was the principal part of the pro- 
gramme, and among the speakers 
were Generals McDonald, Sigel and 
Slocum. As we go to press the ex- 
ercises are in progress, and an over- 
whelming crowd is in attendance. 
Full particulars will be given to- 
morrow. 


To night a grand torchlight proces- 
sion will be held, in which all the 
visiting delegations will take part. 
Thé Fiast Voters, under the command 
of Colonel Edgerton, will be in the 
procesBion, and it undoubtedly will be 
the grandest affi>ir of the kind ever 
witneiMd in this city. Everybody 
turn out.
